Spies in Peace and in War. 



A Spy ! 

What does the word inspire in 
you ? Do you feel contempt for the 
secret calling of the man or do you 
thrill to the romance of his life? 

Probably your feeling is a miug 
ling of the two emotions. Hut if you 
know something of the history of 
spies and spying, the romantic thrill 
is sure to be uppermost. 

A paper read by a distinguished 
New York criminal lawyer before 
the National Security Congress last 
wintei, makes the life of the spy 
seem very fuller romance indeed. 
According to the information 
contained in this paper, there have 
been spies as long as there have heen 
nations. Probably your first ac 
quaintance with the pofession was 
gained — as was mine — through 
Bible stories There was ihe tale 
of the ten spies who weie sent by 
Moses to discover the strength of 
the Canaan i tee and the resources of 
the Promised Land. (Was there a 
picture in your book of Bible stot lee, 
of the two spies ictiirning with a 
huge cluster of grapes that reached 
fiom their shoulders almost to the 
grounds) ? Then there was the more 
exciting story of the two spies 
dispatched by Joshua into Jeneho, 
and their marvelous escape from 
that city by the aid of the woman, 
Rahab, who let them down in a 
basket from a window in the wall. 

When you got to the American- 
history stage, you perhaps learned 
the stories of other spies — of Nathan 
Hale, the brave patriot who regret- 
ted that he had only one life to give 
for his country; and of bluff 4 * Mad 
Anthony" Wayne, who, diguiscd as 
a farmer selling vegetables, dis 
covered the strength of the Stony 
Point fortress; or of Belle Boyd, the 
heroic woman who served the c 
federate States so well. But pei- 
haps you have never realized the 
magnitude of spying systems and 
the immense part played by spies 
In the history of the world 

Ti e records of a note tit Greece and 
Rome show that the spy was fully as 
useful as th«< soldier in the wars of 
Conquest and defense carried on by 
those nations, thouirh then, as now, 
his share of glory was small. 
Alexander the Great employed a 
host of spies to keep him Informed 
of the strength, the expectations, 
the intentions, and the movements, 
of the Persians. Hannibal had a 
perfect system of espionage, which 
prepared the way for the advance of 
his armies. For years before he un 
dot took his campaign against Rome, 
his agents were in lialy to observe 
everyone and everything, lie 

charged them to ascertain and 
tiansmit to him the exact and p 
live information concerning the fer- 
tility of the Trans Alpine Plains 
and the Valley of the Po, the snirit 
of their people, the military prepara 
tious being made, and, above all, 
the disposition of the population 
toward the government of Rom 

Mithridates, who conquered Asia 
Minor at about the time of Hanni- 
bal's invasion of Rome, and for 
years maintained an almost equal 
contest against the Roman power, 
«ul himself to have spent seven 

re as a spy In the countries be 

wished to subdue. To facilitate 
his spying he made himself mi 
of twenty* fl?e languages. Julius 
ir, in connection with his Gallic 
Wars, established as complete a 
system of espionage as that of II an 
nibal. Scipto and Pom pay 
employed spies to aid them in their 
campaigns. Indeed, the inner his 
tory of fighting factions in Rome, 

of the Medieval Wars In Europe, 

and of the progess of Mohamme 
danism in Asia and Africa, is full 
of tales of the activities of sp 

Hut the complicated q of 

espionage common to day did not 
come into existence until the time 

of Frederick the Great, of Pnn 

That ruler Insisted that his spies 

eeded hie cooks one hundred to 

one— uo small boast, in a time 



when most courts required a small 
array of cooks to minister to their 
needs. His secret police became 
not merely an auxiliary to the army, 
but an organized force, with its own 
particular 8eld of operation, and 
its ownjhead. 

Napoleon Bonaparte adopted the 
system of Frederics — and improved 
on it. His agents were particularly 
skilful in Semiring the confidence 
of his enemies by apparently enter 
ing into their service. The head of 
his system was one Schulmeister — 
a sinister character who was useful 
both at home and abroad, lb* en 
ticed domestic enemies into mctiini- 
nating situations, and Induced them 
almost Involuntarily to commit acts 
that justified their condemnation 
and execution as traitors. His me 
thods with foregin foes are typified 
in the story how he duped the Aus 
trians. Under the guise of a patri- 
otic Austrian, he led the Austrian 
commander. Mack, to believe that 
he, Schulmeister, had organized, 
through! France an army of secret 
agents who were spying against 
Napoleon for the benefit ot the 
Austria, whereas, in fact, these 
agents were in Austria working in 
the interest of Franco It wis 
Schulmcister's false in ormation that 
led Mack in the fatal blunders that 
culminated In his decisive defee 
Austerlitz. 

Under Bismarck, spying became 
an art. The head of his system of 
espionage was named Stieber, a 
wo! thy successor of Napoleon's 
Schulmeister, When Napoleon 111 
had arranged for a visit of the Czar 
fo Paris, in order to pave the way for 
an alliance with Russia and France, 
Bismarck managed to have the 
King of Russia also invited, and 
then, through Stiebei, staged g pre 
tended attempt at the assassination 
of the Czir on the streets ot r> 
This incident, as Bismarck Intend- 
ed, aroused a Russian enmity toward 
France which made the alliance im- 
possible. 

As early as 1864) Stieber entered 
Austria as a peddler, and with his 
rtgens— men and women— traversed 
the whole country, making topo- 
graphical maps and preparing the 
way for the invasion of l^Otf, which 
ended In the swift humiliation of 
Austria. A little later, Stieber 
entered France, and, with an army 
of thirty thousand spies, made the 
fit st move toward the Franco 
Prussian War of 1870. In numbers 
equal to an army corps and under 
discipline as strict as that of the 
army, these spies were placed at 
tixed posts, ami were subject \o 
periodical inspection and super 
m» by itinerant secret service 
agents. They were all (Jerm 
though thev settled down as per 
manent residents of Fiance, and 
occupied themselves in virions 
Oefttl pursuits Many of them 

elaimed to have changed their alle- 
giance; and all of them were ap- 
parently devote to the Interests of 

their adopted count iy. Hut when 
the war came, every out ling 

to his opportunity, aided in the 
injury of France and the triumph 
of her enemies 

Tt was a part of Siioher's task, in 
addition to collecting Information, 
to attempt to undermine the Indue- 

rial and financial foundation! 
his country 9 ! rivals— to create s< 
unrest, to foment industrial dis- 
orders, to cause strikes, and to stir 
Up class antipathies through political 
and industrial agitation, not hesi- 
tating at bribery of labot leaders. 
.s not without reason that he 
boasted, at the war of 1870, that 
the swift success of Germain 
due as much to his espionage, as to 

the strategy of Von Moltke, Both, 

however, were but cogs in 
marck's great machine

The " prepared nesa s 
which gave her the initial advan 
tag* and .which Is still her tower of 
strength, was due not only te dis- 
ciplined troops and accumulated 
munitious, but also to the thotongh 
knowledge of the condition of hei 
enemies, which she had obtained 
through a perfect system of espion- 
age.

In the sudden death of Mr. Wil- 
liam T. Collins, which sad event oc- 
curred iu this city at the residence 
of his daughter, Mrs. G. Arthur 
Mickle, 403 Elm street, at two 
o'clock Saturday morning, Novem- 
ber the 1 8th, a home has been bereft 
and the community has lost a most 
valued citizen. 

Mr. Collins was apprently enjoy- 
ing good health and, on the day be- 
fore he was stricken, went about his 
work iu his usual cheerful spirit, re- 
maining at his work until half past 
seven in the evening. After his ar- 
rival home, however, he complained 
of uncomfortable symptons and the 
family physician was summoned and 
pronounced the trouble as being an 
attack of acute indigestion. Medical 
relief was given and the patient 
seemed to be resting comfortably, 
but, later in the night, he was 
stricken with heart failure, passing 
at two thirty o'clock. 

Mr. Collins was born in Green- 
wich, Washington County, May 19, 
1S50. His father was Thomas 
Collins. He married Miss Elizabeth 
Murphy, of New York, in 1870, and 
they came to Rome twenty-four 
years ago, where they have since 
lived. 

For fifteen years Mr. Collins was 
instructor in the cabinet making 
department of this school, and his 
handiwork, which is still in evidence 
about the place, is a permanent tes- 
timony of his skill as an artisan of 
unusual ability. For the past nine 
years he has been employed by the 
Rome Metallic Bedstead Company 
as a pattern maker, a responsible 
position which he filled so satisfac- 
torily that his employers say it will 
be with great difficulty that a man 
can be fouud to take his place. The 
esteem in which he was held by his 
fellow workmen could have been ex- 
pressed in no more conclusive mau- 
ner than by the large attendace of 
the leading men of the great in- 
dustry, together with the magnifi- 
cent floral offering which they cou- 
le was a member of Zion 
Episcopal Church of this city, and, 
on the last Sunday of his earthly 
life, was present at the early com- 
munion service. 

Mr. Collins lost his hearing in 
early youth and received his educa- 
tion at the New York Institution for 
the Deaf, New York City, then 
under the supervision of the late Dr. 
Isaac Lewis Peet, one of the fore- 
most educators of his day. 

Besides his wife he is survived by 
two children, Vallance Collins and 
Mrs. G. Arthur Mickle of this city, 
and four grandchildren, also three 
brothers and one sister, Henry 
Collins, of Portland, Ore., James A., 
of Ossining, N. Y., and the Hon. 
Cornelius V. Collins, of Troy, and 
Mrs. Jennie Honest eel, of Troy, 

The funeral service at the house, 
which began at half-past two o'clock 
Monday, was conducted by Rev. H. 
Van Allen of Utica, and Rev. E. S 
Pearce of Zion Episcopal Church, of 
Rome. The rooms were filled with 
relatives and friends. A large num- 
ber of the pupils of the school, also 
the deaf of the city, who almost 
without exception were present to 
accord final honors to their esteemed 
friend, were thoughtfully provided 
with a room for themselves, iu view 
of the interpreter, who translated to 
them the full ceremonies. 

There was a large display of flow- 
ers, among which we noted especially 
those from the Metallic Bedstead 
Compauy, the Deaf of the city, the 
principal teachers and officers of the 
School for the Deaf. 

Interment was made in the Rome 
ccmeteiv. the bearers being Walter 
E. Wright, Charles A. Messenger, 
Roger P. McGrath, Dennis 
Costello, Walter Hilts, and Clinton 
I U Decker. 



Some men receive praise for their 
achievements, others are esteemed 
for their personal character. Mr. 
Collins was both lovable in character 
and successful in his achievements — 
a heritage which he has handed 
down to youth which they will do 
well to strive to emulate. He was 
a man of superior judgment and of 
strong personality. To the deaf of 
this city and throughout Central 
New York his loss is irreparable. 
In a modest way he was a leader of 
men about him and his counsel was 
frequenty sought by the deaf as well 
as by the hearing. The great secret 
of his influence was his love for his 
fellowmen. — Rome Register.

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In an editorial headed "New 
Blood/' the Lone Star, published 
at the Texas Institution, and edited 
by Tunis V. Archer, has some 
amazing comment upon the introduc 
tion of new and untried heads into 
Institutions for the education of the 
Deaf. 

He passes over the honorable years 
and recognized successes of retiring 
principals, and hails it as a progres- 
sive step that their successors are 
entirely inexperienced in the special 
character of the work they are ex- 
pected to perform.. 

He says u it is often an advantage 
to the deaf tofhave a Public School 
man, a real educator, in charge of 
their work." The natural inference 
from the foregoing is that men 
teaching in schools for the deaf, are 
not real educators. This is a slur 
upon the profession of educating 
the deaf that has not been equalled 
in the memory of man. 

Editor Archer also says: "The 
work of teaching the deaf tends to 
narrowness." The statement is ra- 
ther ambiguous, but we presume it 
is intended to imply that the 
teacher's field of vision is so con- 
tracted that he does not observe 
anything else that is going on around 
him. 

Teaching the deaf is narrow only 
in nomenclature. In practice it is 
broad, deep, and full of intricacy. 
It encounters at the outset the maxi- 
mum of animal impulse with the 
minimum of mental development. 
The physical being has been nour- 
ished, while the intellectual being 
has been starved through the sound- 
less years that preceded the en- 
trance into school. 

The child deaf from infancy is a 
psychological problem. Its educa- 
tion must be gained through the 
eyes alone — though the sense of 
feeling, taste and touch, {are to a cer- 
tain extent utilized. 

The successful hearing teacher of 
the deaf requires all the ability de- 
manded of the hearing teacher of 
the hearing, vim* the specialized 
line of study and the knowledge 
gained from practical experience. 

The Principals and Superinten- 
dents of our schools for the deaf 
who have been promoted from the 
ranks of the teachers, invariably 
possess all the requirements of 
scholarship and thoroughness in 
educational methods. If to these 
essentials they add great executive 
capacity, the highest type of official 
excellence has been produced. 

Such men can not only formulate 
and direct educational work, but 
also control t tfae general welfare of 
the school body and advise teachers 
upon the exasperating and difficult 
class room problems involving indi- 
vidual | 

We hope the new* men, who have 
become heads of Schools for the 
Deaf this year, will make good. We 
shall not attempt to measure or fore* 
the future of their schools. 



There is no doubt that all engaged 
in the profession will give them a 
friendly greeting and a welcome 
hand. There never yet has been a 
kick except at politics. 

Some of our schools are so well 
organized that they will continue for 
a time to do good work without a 
directing head, just as a train will run 
for a while of its own momentum. 
This gives a new head opportunity 
for study and observation. Any 
new superintendent whose education 
and temperament give promise of 
efficiency in office, will readily 
realize that his inexperience is not 
an asset, and that ignorance of any 
peculiar phase of his work can not 
be an advantage.

*' Can She Remain Sweet-Hearted?"

Winner of Five Dollar Prize 

My heart goes out in sympathetic 
understanding to the girl who lives 
in the •great silent desert,' for I, 
too, am a deaf girl. Many times I 
have sat silent in a gay, chatteriug 
crowd, watching the lips move, 
facial (expressions change, a smile 
Come and go, wondering what it 
was all about — sat until I could 
stand the strain no longer, and then 
crept away to hide the bitter, 
rebellious tears, and ask again and 
again, that same unanswerable 
question. 'Why?' 

41 .Because I have passed through 
those years of struggle when the 
future seemed a fearful blank, 
when I shrank from every stranger 
lest he should discove ■ my •defor- 
mity,' when I timidly withdrew 
from all social intercourse, fearful 
lest I should be felt a burden — be- 
cause T have passed through atl this 
and come out content, I must say 
to that other girl, 'There's hope.' 

"I was a little older than she 
when the silence came gradually. 
Somehow, I managed to finish my 
college course, fitting myself for 
teaching, which had always been 
my dream. 1 secured a good position 
in a city school, but all the time I 
half knew that I was deceiving my- 
self and could never do justice to 
the work. I think the bitterest hour 
of my life was the one in which I 
wrote my resignation and went back 
home defeated. For years, I drifted, 
doing whatever came to me. For 
awhile, I kept books in an office ; 
two winters, I taught a little country 
school of less than a dozen pupils ; 
when there was nothing else to do, 
I sewed for the neighbors, going 
from house to house. But I was 
not content. 

11 In time, I came to realize that 
one of two things must happen* 
I must either conquer my limita- 
tions, or allow them to conquer me. 
I could see quite plainly, then, that 
those bitter moods of rebellion were 
always weakening and never help- 
ful. I could go on drifting, as I 
had done, and live all the lonely 
years to come in a hopeless, help- 
loss rut, or I could set to work with 
a definite purpose and master the 
situation. Strange to say, I saw 
then what I had not seen before — 
that every one about me had limita- 
tions in some form, perhaps far 
greater ones to them than mine 
were to me. It is not our limita- 
tions that hinder progress so much 
as our attitude toward them. From 
this viewpoint, life seemed a differ- 
ent thing, I began to practice lip- 
reading. I enrolled in a correspon- 
dence coin no for short-story writing, 
and determined to make the most 
of all offered. 

"I asked for a place as ticket 
agent in a small town near my 
home, and got it. The people are 
kind, always ready to write for me, 
a thing I cannot understand. Tbe 
salary is small, but sufficient for 
my needs and for me to save a little 
for the time when I can no longer 
do even this work. In the mean- 
time, I have long hours, with little 
interruption, for study, readhrg, and 
writing. And I am happy. No, it 
has not all been easy. I walk two 
miloN to my work, morning and 
evening. 1 am housekeeper at 
home. My time is full. Oc- 
casionally, I hare had a reproof or a 
complaint from the public. But I 
am conquering difficulties and I 
glory in the hard places. I have 
a purpose in lite, an ideal to strive 
for. I know now that whatever 
comes to me from without, or fails 

to come, cannot permanently affect 
my happiness. Do you wonder 
now, little girl of *the silent dcNort/ 
that I say, 'There's hope for you?
